AND as it pleaſed the Lord fo 
call our Dear Brother J. Coale 
to believe in his Name and Bleſſed 
Truth, one of the firſt (as is ſaid be-

priſoned here upon Truth's account, 
at the firſt breaking forth thereof. 

- Firſt, in the Year 1655. he was 
Committed to the Counter in me 
by Henry Frewin, and afterwards to the

ple-Houſe, That Cair's Sacrifice was 
not accepted, but was an Abomina- 
tion to the Lord, &c. and for not 
putting off his Hat in the Court; bu 
his Maſter Hemy Clayton got him forth 
again, with whom he was then an Ap- 
tice. Afterwards, being out of 

is Time, in the Year 1656. he was 
moved to Travel into the Weſt, to 
Viſit his Friends and Brethren in Ln. 
ceſton· Goal inCornwal, who were ney 3

uſed there; and he ſeeing their Suffet- . 
ings, was conſcientiouſly concerned to 
go to the Juſtice (ſo called) whoſe 
Name was Anthony Nichols, and carried 
him a Letter from G. F. who wasthen 
a Priſoner ; and alſo to lay before him 


the Goaler's Abuſes and Cruelty toe - | 


wards the Priſoners. But Ambony 
Nichols, inſtead of hearkning to the 
_ Complaint of the Oppreſſed, made a 
Mittimus for Joſeph alſo, and ſent him 
to Lanceſton-Goal as a Vagrant; and 
the Aſſizes following was Fined twenty 
Marks for not putting off his Hat, and 
returned to Goal again, where he re- 
mained (for the moſt part in Doomſ- 
dale for many Months) till he and the 
reſt were Releaſed by Deſborough. 
And no ſooner was he Releaſed, and 
going to Viſit ſome Friends further 
Weſtward, but as he travelled upon the 
High-way, Peter Ceelya juſtice (ſo cal- 
led) mei him, who Apprehended and 
Committed him to Lanceſton- Goal as a 
Wanderer, where he was detain'd three 
Months longer. Again, in the Year 
1657. Joſeph and other Friends going 
5 to 
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to 4 peaceable Meeting to wait upon and 


Worſhip God, appointed near — in Corn- 
wal, Captain Fox, Governour of Pendennis- 
Caſtle, came with a Troop of Horſe and abu- 
ſed the Friends in a very wicked manner; and 
oſeph was much abuſed and beaten, to the 
ſhedding of his Blood that day; and it might 
have been to the loſs of Life alſo, had not the 
Lord preſerved beyond what could have been 
expetted, their Envy was ſo great. The 
fame Year Foſeph went with a Letter (from 
2 Friend that was ſent to Lanceftoy-Goal) to 
Prieft Liverton, who was the Cauſe of his 
being ſent thither; and the Prieft did very 
much abuſe him, and had it not been for his 
Wife, had beaten him; and endeavour'd with 
Juſtice Nichols for a Warrant to ſend him to 
Goal, but failed of it at that time. | 
And in the 2d Month, 1657. Foſeph was 
moved to go into the Steeple-Honſe in Exon 
in Devonſhire to declare the Truth, and Ex-
